One almost continuous prayer for 
the condemned marked Easter Sun- 
day and tonight.

A prisoner in a distant cell now and 
then blew from a battered cornet the 
quivering notes of ‘“‘Nearer My God 
to Thee” and in the death-house a 
phonograph played sacred music. 
On the walks in front of the prison 
the curious townspeople passed _ to 
and fro, whispering, and every now 
and then a party of dusty automo- 
bilists swung down from their car 
to survey the buildings. 

Of the scenes in the death-house 
corridors today that which stood‘ out 
boldest concerned the visit of two 
nuns. As Father Cashin, the Roman 
Catholic prison chaplain, led the four 
gunmen in prayer, two Italian Fran- 
ciscan sisters, who had come from 
New York to see “Dago Frank,” 
whom they had taught in his boy- 
hood, knelt outside his cell. 

Raised curtains, showing the cells 
bare and immaculate after yesterday's 
cleaning, disclosed the four gunmen 
also kneeling. Suddenly the spirit of 
devotion spread to the whole death 
chamber. Every one of the sixteen 
condemned, among them Hans 
Schmidt, slayer of Anna Aumuller, 
joined in the Lord's Prayer, which 
concluded the services. 


FINAL MESSAGE. 


To the boys of the East Side in 
New York the Jewish trio of the gun- 
men sent a final message through 
Rabbi Jacob Goldstein. “Whitey 
Lewis” wrote: - 

“There are many boys who are well 
brought up and have good parents 
who do hot look out for the company 
they get into. Bad company is the 
cause of their fall. 

“Keep away from bad company is 
the best message I can send.” 

“Lefty Louie” said:

“We presented all of the 
evidence and affidavits produced be- 
fore Judge Goff yesterday, set forth 
verbally the salient features of the 
evidence and then gave him and his 
counsél the affidavits for their own 
examination. 

“There is nothing left for us to do 
but continue our duties as bearers of 
bad news.”’ 

While the attorneys were with the 
Governor a report became current 
that the mother and a sister of “Dago 
Frank” Ciroficli were coming here to 
see the Executive. One rumor was 
that they bore a confession from the 
gunmen.

New Facilities at Crowther’s Corner 
Near Fullerton—Water Needed for 
Summer Irrigation.

FULLERTON, April 12.—Supt. Mc- 
Fadden of the Anaheim Union Water 
Company reports that the company is 
building another water pumping plant 
at Crowther’s corner about 1400 feet 
west of the other plant and that it will 
be.in operation in a short time. 

It will be operated with a 150 horse- 
power electric motor and is expected 
to develop 300 miner's inches of water 

The new plant will cost about $4000 
and will be of great assistance in sup- 
plying water for summer irrigation.

IDES IDENTITY 
UNDER UNIFORM. 


PRISONER ESCAPES FROM JAID 
DRESSED AS OFFICER. 


Even Waves Fond Adicus to Pa- 
trolmen on the Street—When His 
. Absence Is Discovered Chase Is 
Given and Shots from Revolvers 
Force Him to Halt. 


The cunning and wile born of drugs 
helped Walter L. Cutts to escape from 
the City Jail last night, but the weak- 
ness and decay born of drugs made it 
impossible for him to make good his 
“getaway.” Even-a police uniform 
did him neo good. 


After a chase of several biocks by 
patrolmen, detectives and hundreds of 
citizens, he was .captured on North 
Broadway near the Hall of Records 
when shots from revolvers wielded 
by Patrolman Knapp and Detective 
Ingram disheartened him and he sub- 
mitted to capture. 

Cutts was arrested early in the 
evening by Roy Jones of the State 
Pharmacy Board as an ordinary “hop- 
head,” as the users of drugs are called 
in police parlance. He was booked 
and placed in the “main tank” of the 
City Jail, along with other miscel- 
laneous offenders. 

His brain, fired by his last “shot,” 
taken not long before his arrest, Cutts 
Was very much alive mentally. 
Through a method not yet thoroughly 

derstood by the police, Cutts got 

t of the “main tank,” to the base- 
ment, where he found his way into 
the wardrobe-room of the jail officers. 

There he stole the coat and cap of 
Turnkey Gardner and, without undue 
haste, walked past the detectives au- 
tomobiles and ambulance in the garage 
portion of the jail building, to the 
street and freedom. 

Going down the street, he even had 
the temerity to wave his hand non- 
chalantly at several officers going by 
or standing before the Central Police 
Station. He appeared unafraid. But 
he had been missed and a hue and 
cry had been raised in the jail. 

Yes, a man of his description and 
an officer generally unfamiliar to those 
about the jail had been seen walking 
out of the automobile entrance. Many, 
in fact, had wondered who the new 
officer was. 

A general alarm was given and the 
chase started. Out of the building 
poured a large number of reserve offi- 
cers, men from the detectives’ office, 
and others. They saw their man just 
rounding the corner of Broadway and 
First street, going north. 

On they went, soon joined by hun- 
dreds of citizens. Up North Broadway 
the man fled, followed by the yelling 
citizens and the calmer patrolmen 
and detectives. 
Patrolman Knapp and Detective 
Ingram were in the lead. Inability to 
gain on the quarry led them to take 
recourse to their weapons. Both drew 
their revolvers and both fired several 
times, one bullet finally finding its di- 
rect way to the visor of the escaping 
prisoner's stolen cap.

BADLY BITTEN 


AT OWN GAME. 


| Cigar Men Lose Heavily to 
Clever Dice-Shakers. 


Fought-for Privilege Proves 
to Be a Viper. 


“Rube” Swindlers Bankrupt 
Some Small Dealers. 


A remarkable case of the biter bit; 
wheréin many local cigar dealers 
have been mulcted of large sums and 
some even put out of business by the . 
very device they fought long and bit- 
tefly to retain, came to light yester- 
day, following an extensive investiga- 
tion by Detectives McNamara and 
Cowan of the operations of a pair of 
Swindlers known as the “twenty-six 
team.” 

Disguised as hicks out of the tall 
grass, their method has been the sim- 
ple one of the crooked working of 
dice, so skillfully effected that the 
men who pride themselves on their 
knowledge of the psychological habits 
of ure bone cubes cannot catch them 
at it. 

Just how many cigar stands have 
been bunked is unknown, for the rea- 
son that the majority of those who 
fell for the unsophisticated country 
boys and were mulctéd anywhere 
from $10 to $400 did not report the 
fact to the police. Only a few of the 
litthe fellows, some of whom lost 
even their business, made the howl. 
The detectives who were detailed to 
catch the clever “get-rich-quick” ar- 
tists have uncovered many others 
who lost by similar transactions. 

The swindlers act like boobs who 
have more money than they can 
spend and shake the “twenty-six” 
game to pass the time away. In this 
game, ten dice are rolled thirteen 
times. If a man is lucky and rolls 
twenty-six of the number he has 
previously designated, he gets re- 
turns of four to one on his money. 
The chances are all in favar of the 
cigar dealer, the average roll being 
eighteen of the same kind in a long 
session of shaking. 

HOW IT WORKS. | 

The young men lose, as do all who 
are persistent in their belief that they 
can win at the gamble. They in- 
crease their shakes, not much the 
first day or two, but gradually, all 
the time lulling the suspicions of the 
dealer. Then they began the old 
race-track scheme of doubling and 
about the time the stake gets as high 
as they figure the dealer can stand, 
they make a hevy winning. How? 

They are experts at “palming the 
dice,” thereby giving assurance of 
Placing their number regularly in the 
count. Then, too, they have “loaded” 
dice that can be skillfully substituted; 
also dice that have the same number 
of spots on all sides, for example, are 
sixes all over. In a recent attempt to 
make a big haul, they played at one 
of the hotel cigar stands. The game 
had run to $400 and they were well 
ahead on the tally sheet, when the 
cigar man spotted the many-sided 
dice and also a palming trick. He 
| called a porter and his son, in addi- 
tion to several friendly bystanders, 
and threatened to call the -police. 

The player left his money, the only 
time in the history of the local play 
that one of the pair of bunks came 
near being caught. At a stand near 
Second and Spring streets they took 
the proprietor over the route for 
$245. On North Main, they caught 
Raphael Molinaro for about $60. He 
refused to give them stock for this 
amount and finally settled with $12 
and his watch. 

The cigar stand formerly operated 
alongside of the Hill-street Pacific 
‘Electric station was put out of busi- 
ness by this pair and the same thing 
is reported of one on Sixth street be- 
tween Spring and Broadway. Sev- 
eral of the clerks in a chain of stores 
were dismissed because of the nick 
which had been made by the enter- 
prising palmists in the* receipts of 
the day.

Exploitation of College Fealty that 
Failed—Glee Clubs Sing for Silver 
Cup—Ellen Beach Yaw, California

Flaming red announcements in- 
formed the public that, Saturday 
evening last, the combined glee clubs 
of the University of Southern Cali- 
fornia and Occidental and Pomona 
colleges would compete for a silver 
cup at the Auditorium.

The his- 
torical setting of this wonderful event 
that Easter celebrates, gives a vision 
that is unique, for In these vivid scenes 
there is found the great tragedy that 
sets before us the Man of Galilee, into 
whose life no taint of sin ever en- 
tered, whose life never ministered anv- 
thing but kindness to human hearts. 
Still there was laid upon Him the 
iniquity of all men and when he arose 
from the tomb, the treachery and vile- 
ness of wicked hearts sought to dis- 
credit all that He had ever done and 
suffered, that He might make life more 
bearable and secure joy and happiness 
to all men. 

“These days are full of the spirit 
of consolation to all who are anxious

WILSHIRE-BOULEVARD CHURCH. 

“The Moral Significance of Jesus's 
Resurrection” was the theme of the 
Easter sermon at the Wilshire-boule- 
vard Christian Church yesterday 
morning by the pastor, the Rev. 
Frederick W. Burnham, who said in 


part: 

“Following the first Easter Day 
the aposties of Jesus went forth not 
to argue a proposition, but to pro- 
claim a message. Witnesses of a 
Sublime event they were also the 
qualified interpreters of its  signifi- 
cance. For that message they gave 
their lives. Their testimony they. 
sealed with their blood. The fact 
of Christ's resurrection, though 
challenged, stands unshaken; the 
message lives. 

“Truth is vital. Facts are living 
things. What, for us, is the mora! 
signMicance of Jesus's resurrection? 
What the message of that event to 
our -hearts? 

“{1) It is the key to the interpre- 
tation of our universe. Eternal, in- 
visible life is the ultimate issue of 
this changing order. Everything 
tends upward unto this. As the solid 
ice becomes liquid water, then fleecy 
vapor, then urgent steam, then in- 
visible, impalpable energy: so the 
substantial rock struggles up through 
silt and soil into root and branch and 
flower unto color and perfume. Ani- 
mal life crowns itself in man, and 
he in turn, in thought and will and 
love. As matter is transmutable, but 
indestructible, so the human spirit 
is transitional, but eternal. Thy soul 
shall live! 

“(2) %&It ts the mantfestation of 
the permanent abiding of the divine 
in human life. Christ was not an 
intrusion of the divine, but the revela- 
tion of God's constant indwelling. 
‘In him dwelt all the fullness of the 
Godhead bodily.” His resurrection 
was the most stupendous visible 
manifestation of that divine power, 
which ever works to moral ends in 
human hearts. 

“(3) is the earnest, 
gieam, of our immortal hope. 
winged flight of a lonely bird, the 
chambered nautilus by the sea, the 
butterfly coming forth from its co- 
coon, the opening flowers of spring 
after a winter's death, touch the 
poetic imagination with analogies of 
the Easter message. Wordsworth 
sees ‘Intimations of immortality in 
the recollections from childhood,’ 
but Christ has brought life and im- 
mortality to light. 

“(4) It is an tmpelling call to 
the higher life. Discipline. self-de- 
nial, sacrifice, spiritual struggle, hun- 
ger and thirst after righteousness—all 
theese, sublime as they are in them- 
selves, are transfigured with winsome 
giory in the light of Easter’s message 
of immortality.” 


DR. BROUGHER. 

TEMPLE BAPTIST CHURCH. 

At Temple Baptist Church yester- 
day, Rev. J. Whitcomb Brougher, the 
pastor, preached on the subject, “The 
Joy of Disappointed Doubt,” in part 
as follows: 

“The crucifixion and burial of 
Christ cast a shadow of doubt over. 
the minds of all the disciples. They 
had seen Him victorious in so many 
conflicts with the forces of evil that 
they did not believe that anything 
could ever happen that would really 
lead to His death. Now that He was 
dead and buried, Black Friday—some- 
times called Good Friday—casts its 
gloom over the hearts of the disci- 
ples. 

“I doubt if anyone has ever felt 
so overwhelmingly depresed as did the 
disciples at that time. 

“On the other hand, it Is impossible 
for us to imagine the joy that came 
to the disciples when they realized that 
Jesus had risen from the dead. 

“The first one to see Him after His 
resurrection was Mary. 

“The second appearance recorded 
was to Peter, the disciple who had de- 
nied Him. 

“These two appearances were on 
Easter Sunday morning. In the aft- 
ernoon, Jesus appeared for the third 
time to the two disciples on their way 
to Emmaus. His next appearance was 
that same evening to the disciples in 
the upper room at Jerusalem. |

Doubt is largely the child of ignor- 
ance and misunderstanding. To know 
Christ intimately and to keep close 
fellowship with Him, will drive oat 
your doubts and keep your faith clear, 
strong and happy. 

“Jesus knows how to deal with in- 
dividual men. He was the Supreme 
Master in adapting Himself to the 
idiosvcrasies of individuals. 

“He presented the physical ev!i- 
dence that Thomas asked for. But 
Thomas was satisfied with less than 
he had demanded. The minute that 
Thomas began honestly to investigate 
and Jesus met him, that moment his 
doubts began to flee and the joy of 
his old faith confirmed, came in upon 
his soul. 

“It is absolutely tmpossible for any 
man with a legal mind, and ac- 
customed to sifting legal evidence, to 
sit down and thoroughly investigate 
the evidence for the resurrection of 
Jesus Christ and come to any other 
conclusion than that Jesus of Nazareth 
rose from the dead. 

“Jesus removed the doubts by the 
internal evidence of a real heart ex- 
perience. 

“Thomas and the other disciples 
now had the joy of disappointed doubt 
and the confirmation of their early 
faith. The open sepulchre was the 
confirmation of every claim that Jesus 
Christ has ever made, of every doc- 
trine He taught, of every miracle He 
performed, of every hope He in- 
spired.” 


REV. J. M. BARNHART. 
UNION-AVENUE M. E. CHURCH. 
Rev, John M. Barnhart, pastor of 
Union-avenue Methodist Episcopal 
Church, preached on the Resurrec- 
tion. 
“The death and resurrection of 
Christ is a fundamental fact of the 
Christian religion.” he said. “Hu- 
manly speaking, the resurrection was 
unnatural and unbelievable even by 
the twelve Aposties though Jesus had 
told them he would be crucified and 
raised from the dead. 
“When Jesus was betrayed, ar- 
rested and taken for trial where the 
ends of justice were defeated his 
most intimate friends left him and 
went to their trades, discouraged and 
saving we thought he was the one 
who would have redeemed Israel. 
The fondest hopes of the twelve were 
buried with the body of Christ in the 
tomb. Thomas would not even be- 
lieve the testimony of the others and 
insisted upon an ocular proof of the 
resurrected Christ. The doubts and 
fears of the twelve were removed by 
frequent conferences with Him who 
had been raised from the dead by 
the power of God, the first fruits of 
them that sleep. 
‘This was not done in a corner, for 
Paul tells us in the fifteenth chap- 
ter of First Corinthians that in addi- 
tion to frequent appearances to indi- 
viduals he appeared to more than 500 
brethren at one time, the larger part 
of whom were living at the time he 
wrote. 
“More wonderful than the resur- 
rection of the body of Christ and his 
appearance to the physical eye of 


men is his appearance to the eye of 


faith to men and women of the 
twentieth century, who through faith 
became partakers of the divine na- 
ture. The spiritual resurrections 
from time to time completely trans- 


forming the lives of men, preparing 


them to live holy, useful lives here 
and to live with God throughout the 
eternal ages, fills the heart of the 
(hristian particularly at Easter time 
with songs of joy and victory.

WEST ADAMS M. E. CHURCH. 
An epigrammatic Easter sermon 
was preached by Rev. W. L. Y. Davis 
In the West Adams Methodist Epis- 
copal Church.” 


“This is the age of screw drivers, 
and of brass tacks, and of water 
meters, and of steam engines and 
parallel! columns,” he Said.

hope of heaven into the test tube 
to see whether it has any alloy. 

“Possibly our fathers did sing too 
nuch of heaven; but there is a vague 
suspicion that may be we sing too 
little. 

“There are persons who sing 
heaven in the church and then skin 
their neighbors in the store. 

“Boats that are intended for lit- 
tle land-locked harbors are of one 
build. Liners that are purposed for 
the open ocean are of quite another 
pattern. Lives that are shaped for 
three-score years and ten are of one 
mould; but lives that are built for 
eternity are of another model. 

“It makes a difference whether I 
build for the sheltered shallows, or 
for the infinite ocean!

Now comes the millionaire demagogue, 
E. Toopious Earl, in a frantic endeavor, by 
misrepresentations in his newspapers, to 
deceive the people of Los Angeles into the 
belief that local’ taxes cannot be reduced 
and that our great aqueduct will go to the 
“bow wows” unless $6,500,000 more bonds, 
including $5,250,000 for an unnecessary 
electric distributing system, are saddled on 
Los Angeles taxpayers—the latter bonds to 
carry an expense of $367,500 a year (for in-

All of us know that the 
giant is somewhat padded at hips and shoul- 
ders, but why should we allow our knowl- 
edge to govern our fancy? We have a siy 
suspicion that the wild man was not nearly 
as hard to trap as the spieler would have 
us believe; and we feel that if he were very 
hungry he could be induced to eat a piece 
of buttered toast instead of his regular diet 
of live cobras; but why should we admit 
these thoughts, even to ourselves? Did «wwe 
not pay 10 cents for this wild man? : 
. Now, is it not just as true that. most of 
us, when we become enamored of a new 
religion, do not expect to solve the riddie 
of existence, but merely like to be fasci- 
nated and mystified? Of all mystics and 
teachers—from the barefooted orientals 
who charge us 25 cénts a lesson for telling 
us not to eat meat, down to the purple- 
robed incarnations of Deity—we require 
one of two things. Kither they must keep 
us mystified, stagger us with their mental 
speculations, or else they must show us a 
new phase of that mystery of which we are 
aware. The student cannot be interested 
for long in a teacher whose knowledge and 
theories are easily grasped. But let a man 
begin to unravel for us the scroll of lite, 
and at the same time tell us that the buok 
has no ending, and we stop to listen to him. 
He does not attempt to explain. He only 
increases our wonder and perhaps intensi- 
files our confusjon. We sit at the feet of 
the master minds of earth, but they only 
smile and tell us that we had as well 
search the insane asylums for the answer 
as to seek an explanation from them. 


Then there are other teachers who, ac- 
knowledging the puzzie of existence, are 
constantly breaking into new fields of the 
illimitable. Some one remarks that this is 
a very materialistic age. We have heard 
that before, and we pay no heed. But our 
attention is suddenly attracted and held by

BREAKS RECORD. 


MAKES EIGHT LOOPS IN BIPLANE 
AT ASCOT PARK. 


Confident Aviator Uses Day Trac- 
tor Made in Los Angeles for Break- 


De Lioyd Thompson yesterday broke 
the American aviation loop record by 
turning eight consecutive flip-flops in 
the cloudless sky over Ascot Park, the 
last two of which Included half spirals. 

Thompson's machine ig a biplane of 
tw nty-two feet wing spread, built by 
Cha: Day of Los Angeles, and. fitted 
with a 50-horse-power Gnome rotary 
motor.

coln Beachey on his last two flights. 

Though working smoothly and ris- 
ing rapidly from the start, the biplane 
was not trusted by Thompson suffi- 
ciently to warrant either ascent or 
landing on the track before the crowd. 
He rose from the south turn, and al- 
though the megaphone announced an 
attempt to land on the course, took the 
field inside the track for safety. 

Barney Oldfield repeated his exhi- 
bitions of the day before, doing three 
miles in his ninety horse-power Fiat 
“Cyclone” in 2:38 minutes, and a mile 
circuit in the Christie “Demon,” of 240 
horse-power, in fifty-one seconds flat.

this city, has received an invitation 
from the Board of Trustees to con- 
sider the presidency of an eastern 
university which has several thous- 
and students and which has one of 
the largest incomes enjoyed by an 
American university.

“ . » 4@ there are two ques- 
tions involved and as there is a con- 
ceded difference of opinion on the 
questions, I maintain that to insist 
upon piacing the question in a lump 
sum is unfair, un-American and un- 
Democratic. 

“The very purpose of the election is 
to determine the will of the people 
and to that end the people should 
have full knowledge of the issue and 
the right to vote in accordance with 
their own convictions. 

It has been urged as an argument 
against segregation that the power 
companies want segregation in order 
to defeat distribution and that there- 
fore, the power companies and all 
those who think as they do, should be 
barred from the right to vote. This, 
in short, is gag law, unjust and inde- 
fensible.” 

Counciiman Conwell says here 
“barred from the right to vote.” Prac- 
tically, that is just what his col- 
leagues in the Council have laid out 
for the thousands of us who want 
power plant No. 1 completed, but 
who do not want the city to take upon 
itself (at our expense and that of the 
other taxpayers) the unnecessary own- 
ership of a power distributing system, 
whether by construction or by con- 
demnation, which is confiscation, 
practically.

DR. LOCKE. 


FIRST METHODIST CHURCH. 

Dr. Charles Edward Locke preached 
at the First Methodist Episcopal! 
Church last evening on the subject, 
“Is Man Immortal?” His text was: 
“Because I live ye shal! live also.” 

Dr. Locke said in part: 

“Life ts the theme of the Easter, 
not death! Jesus is the Life of the 
world. Man’s immortality is a 
corollary of Christ's resurrection. The 
belief in a home in heaven is founded 
upon the doctrine of immortality. 
Confidence in the future life has 
steadily increased with the progress 
of civilization until it is now well- 
nigh universal. So far there has been 
found no mathematical denfonstra- 
tion of a future life; but the argu- 
ment from probability in other fields 
of investigation is as convincing as 
the results of exact calculation. 

“If, therefore, we shall be com- 
pelled on the threshold of the argu- 
ment to confess that there has not 


k | been a scientific demonstration of a 


future life, we are reassured in our 


faith in immortality because physi- | 


cal science has-been powerless to 
prove anything against it; the op- 
ponents of a future life have gained 
nothing by any negative arguments. 

“There is a strong probability of a 
future life because in the natural 
world annihilation is a myth. There 
are transformations of energy, but 
the physical law of the persistency 
of force prevents destruction. Ex- 
perimental] psychologists are believ- 
ing today that there is no reason to 
conclude that the mind dies when the 
body dies. It is the mind that is the 
agg and mind is spirit and cannot 


“Another life will be required to 
correct the irregularities of the re- 
wards and punishments of this life. 
Creation is a colossal failure if there 
is no immortality. Better to have 
been a brute on the hillside than a 


Faith in Christ saves 
from superstition, from ignorance, and 
from the love of sin. It saves the 
soul unto sonship, priesthood and 
heirship of God. 

“How does faith in the blood of 
Christ save my soul? First of all, it 
is God's plan. Surely it is the only 
hope of salvation from sin. Science 
offers no escape from retribution. The 
most hopeless man on earth is an un- 
believing scientist. In a sense, it is an 
arbitrary plan, yet God is rarely arbi- 
trary. God works through law. There 
are three laws that it fulfills: The law 
of the payment of price; all valuable 
things cost somebody something. It 
fulfills the law of vicarious sacrifice 
which is in all nature. It fulfills the 
law of blood atonement which is uni- 
veraal. Without the shedding of 
blood there is no remission; ‘the blood 
of Jesus Christ, His Son, cleaneth us 
from all sin.’ 

“The salvation of man is through 
soul regeneration, and is spiritual, not 
material. Regeneration, rather than 
reformation, is absolutely necessary. 

“Belief in the resurrection of Jesus 
is a basic stone in the foundation of 
Christian faith. The belief that Jesus 
rose is the assurance that our own 
goul shall rise again. Belief in the 
resurrection of Jesus is our own as- 
surance of resurrection—joy now and 
Reaven to come. 

“There are many evidences for be- 
lief in the resurrection of Jesus, but 
the one overwhelming practical evi- 
dence is the fact that it works. Faith 
in the death and resurrection of Jesus 
transforms the souls of men. Miuil- 
lions on millions, hundreds of millions 
of men. The great natures of the 
world are those whose souls have 
been made over through faith in 
Jesus. This faith in Jesus changes 
the affections in men until what they 
once hated now they love, and what 
they loved now they hate. in be- 
comes extremely hateful. 

“The great nations are Christian na- 
tions. The cry for universal peace 
comes from the nations that love God. 
'Missionaries who are willing to give 
their lives for others are Christians. 
Faith in Jesus produces love, unselfish 
gervice and thoughtfulness for others. 
All the real graces of character are 
Christian graces. The greatest trans- 
forming power in the world in mak- 
ing men more nearly God-like is faith 
in Jesus, in His death and resurrec- 
tion.”

In fact, a dozen 
girls in the show are gorgeously 
plumed, like a whole flock of birds 
of Paraside, with one wing dipped in 
the sunset glow and the other in rain- 
bow tints. The costuming of the piece 
is away beyond the price. It would 
be better than could be expected of 
that other Broadway at $2 a seat. 

Myrtle Dingwall imparts a rich 
flavor to the nonsense she goes 
through. 

In the comedy she is the daughter 
of Henry Schniff, a soldier of mis- 
fortune, who is unlucky enough to be 
rich and married at the same time 
and whose wife has the advantage of 
two dead husbands with all of the at- 
tendant experience. She breaks into 
society and has Henry walkigg the 
chalk line at the same time. 

It is not pleasant to be the husband 
of such a woman, but Al Shean, as 
the victim of this fat and faulty 
spouse, does not find the humor of 
his sad situation a hardship on the 
audience. He extracts their laughter 
as plainiessly as a dentist would 
teeth, 

Maude Beatty is cast for the lady of 
social ambitions she waddles 
through the part so amliably that one 
forgives all that she does to Henry. 
Besides, she is stuningly dressed 
while she does it, except for one scene 
where he steps on her train and she 
walks off the stage hazardously de- 
gowned. 

Ann Tasker as overlady at the uni- 
versal store is as lovely as a quince 
tree in bloom. She is like spring in 
her gladness and like the call of mat- 
ing birds in her song. She has ne 
serious number, “Le Chanson Prove.. 
cale,” which is enchanting. 

Daphne Pollard as Susie Scraggs, as- 
sistant cashier in the universal store, 
does not appear to be making the 
meditations of Thais at any stage in 
the game, Massanet is the least of 
her troubles. She is a wonderfully 
versatile little creature, with a toler- 
able voice, good kicks and no end of 
comedy in her system. -She is a dyna- 
mie little mirth provoker, admirably 
suited to the galieties of the company 
and getting a laugh and an encore 
for every appearance. In her “Al 
Aboard for Dixie,” herself and the 
chosus wear sack cloth, but no ashes. 

Arthur Clough, the romantic tenor,
